If  Christinas  were  a  mythl  If  Jesus  had  not  cornel  What  a  conjecture  this  isl 
For  nineteen  hundred  years  we  have  sought  the  trail  of  the  shepherds.  Though 
confusion  and  conflict  and  the  storms  of  the  receding  centuries  have  obscured 
that  trail,  with  the  coming  of  every  Christmas  season  we  have  sought  it  out 
again.  Hearts  distraught  and  over-burdened  with  the  cares  of  the  world  have 
scanned  the  heavens,  hoping  that  by  some  chance  they  might  once  more  see  the 
Star  of  the  East.  For  nineteen  hundred  years  we  have  rekindled  within  our  souls 
the  fires  of  adoration.  We  have  sought  out  the  manger  and  been  enriched  by  the 
glory  of  a  Virgin  Mother  and  a  divinely  given  Child.  For  nineteen  hundred  years, 
we  have  rehearsed  the  promise  of  a  peace  that  shall  weld  all  nations  together 
and  usher  in  a  kingdom  which  neither  wealth  nor  poverty  nor  might  nor  evil  would 
destroy.  For  nineteen  hundred  years,  we  have  approached  this  Christmas  season 
with  buoyant  voices  and  happy  thoughts.  We  have  banished  cares,  fettered  sor¬ 
rows,  and  sought  contentment  in  the  happiness  of  others. 

If  Christmas  were  a  myth,  then  God  would  not  have  become  articulate  in  the  life 
and  character  of  Jesus.

But  it  is  in 
that  Child  of  Bethlehem,  it  is  in  that  humble  manger  that  God  actually  became 
articulate.  It  is  in  Christ  that  he  revealed  himself;  that  he  came  near  to 
human  hearts  and  became  part  and  parcel  of  their  being.  It  is  in  Christ  that 
he  discards  mere  divine  vestments  and  clothes  himself  in  flesh  and  blood.  It  is 
in  Christ  that  God  at  last  looks  at  us  with  kindly  human  eyes  and  holds  out  a 
friendly  hand.  It  is  in  the  manger  that  the  Word  became  Flesh.  How  beautifully 
a  poet  has  brought  to  us  this  truth  - 

"And  so  the  Word  had  breath,  and  wrought

In  loveliness  of  perfect  deeds. 

More  strong  than  all  poetic  thought 

Which  he  may  read  that  binds  the  sheaf. 

Or  builds  the  house,  or  digs  the  grave,

In  roarings  round  the  coral  reef."

The  super-size  cement  tennis  court  built  this  past  Spring 
has  proved  to  be  a  magnificent  addition  to  the  equipment 
of  Camp  Miniwanca. 

Four 
shuffle  board  courts  have  been  painted  on  the  four  cor¬ 
ners  of  the  cement  slab.
